Invention: wherein the PDGF-mediated disease is: 

A) restenosis, 

B) vascular proliferative phenomenon and fibrosis, 

C) prevention of vascular narrowings in vein grafts, 

D) prevention of vascular narrowings due to accelerated smooth muscle cell migration and 
proliferation in transplanted organs or 

E) nonvascular fibrotic processes 

These species are distinct because the pathological conditions differ in etiologies and therapeutic 
endpoints.
